CHAPTER VII. 
How Atlanta Was Named. 

Seven cities of ancient Greece claim- 
ed Homer as a native son and perhaps 
and many “ancients” of our city have 
claimed that the name “Atlanta” was 
of their own personal concc, -ion. 
With six of these claimants it must 
have been a hypnotic dream, for the 
actual inventor of the name is defi- 
nitely known and his copyright is in- 
fringement-proof. 

The authentic story of the change 
of the city’s name from Marthasville 
to Atlanta, is told by the late Colonel 
Richard Peters in the following letter, 
written to Colonel William R. Han- 
eiter, a former well-known publisher 
of newspapers and early city‘ directo- 
ries: 

May 9, 1871. 
“Mr. W. R. Hanleiter. 

“Dear Sir: In answer to your note 
asking me to give you some informa- 
tion relative to the naming of At- 
lanta, I will state that in the year 
1845, J. Edgar Thompson, Esq., the 
present distinguished civil engineer 
and railroad king, was chief engineer 
of the Georgia Railroad. Atlanta 
was then known as Marthasville. That 
year I was the superintendent and 
resident engineer of the. finished por- 
tion of the road from Augusta to 
Covington, and it became a part of my 
duty to arrange the freight lists and 
to notify the people of the opening of 
the road from Covington to Marthas- 
ville. 

“I was not satisfied with the name

Washington, December 6.—()— 
On the eve of the convening of the 
69th congress, igsurgents of the house 
tonight threw an the gauntlet to 
republican leaders. 

After reorganizing their old group, 
the insurgents served flat notice that 
they not only would not meet the 
test of “party regularity” by voting 
for the party candidate for speaker, 
Nicholas ‘Longworth, of Ohio, but 
would put their own candidate for 
speaker in the field. 

Moreover, this group, which  in- 
cludes representatives from North Da- 
kota, Minnesota, New York and Illi- 
nois, as well as those from Wisconsin, 
declared in a formal statement that it 
would continue to fight “the Mellon 
tax plan” and urge real farm legis- 
lation, 

“The farmers of the country want 
something more than an expression of 
sympathy in a presidential message,” 
said the statement, made public by 
John M. Nelson, of Wisconsin, who 
was reelected chairman of the insur- 
gent organization. 

Insurgents Lose Standing. 

By putting in the field Representa- 
tive Cooper, of Wisconsin, as their 
candidate for speaker, the insurgents 
under the program of some republican 
leaders would lose all of their com- 
mittee chairmanships and _ ranking 
places. They would be treated in com- 
mittee assignments as though members 
of a third party. 

The speakership fight is expected to 
be settled tomorrow, under the plan 
for organization ofthe “li 
opening session, and although the con- 
test will be a three-cornered one, ma- 
jority leaders are confident they will 
have the votes to elect Mr. Longworth 
on the first ballot. Representative 
Garrett, of Tennessee, will be. the 
democratic candidate. 

Having organized at the special ses- 
sion last March, the senate faces no 
serious contest over any offices, and

Proposed 10 Per ‘Cent 


Nearly $1,000,000, Says 
Statement. 


COUNCIL WILL ACT 
ON SALARY RAISES 


Proposals for Higher Pay 
for Approximately 3,000 
City Employees Will 
Come Up Today. 


Opposition to the proposal to in- 
crease tax assessments in Atlanta 10 
per cent to obtain funds for raising 
salaries of approximately 3.000 em- 
ployees of the city, was voiced Sunh- 
day by the Atlanta Real Estate board. 

In a statement made public by Al- 
bert S. Adams, president of the board, 
the following facts were set out: 

Ten per cent raise in tax assess- 
ments means an incfease in the cily 
tax burden of $546,000 annually. 

This increase automatically adds 
$407,680 to the amount Atlantans 
will pay to state and county. 

$1,000,000 Increase. . 

Total cost to taxpayers under the 
revised assessment will be nearly 
$1,000,000 annually. 

The constant agitation for increases 
in taxes and assessments‘ keeps peo- 
ple away from Atlanta, and makes 
people wary of investing. , 

Answering the claim that the “big 
property owners’ will pay the in- 
crease, the statement declares that 
those people who pay no direct taxes 
will pay just the same in increased 
rents, fuel, lights, clothing and other 
necessities of life. 

The statement concludes with an 
appeal to the people of Atlanta to 
“get behind your aldermen and coun- 
cilmen and insist that they vote 
against this matter.” 

Increases for 3,000, 

At the meeting of council this aft- 
ernoon, proposals are expected to in- 
crease salaries of approximately 3,000 
city employees, and .to establish « 
inmum.wage seale ef $100 2 ianth: 
This . agitation Mines os the suceess 
of the firemen’s refetendum last Wed- 
nesday for increases in pay. Since 
that time the-water committee’ has 
recommended increases for all the 
workers in that departmeat, and sim- 
ilar action has been taken by the 
parks and the public construction de- 
partment. Announcement also has 
been made that coungil will be asked 
to put the firemen’s new salary scale 
into effect in January and at the same 
time to establish the same scale of 
pay for the police force. 


At a meeting held Saturday night

Philadelphia, December 6.—Seizing 
upon the refusal of the anthracite op- 


a erators to end the hard coal strike by 


accepting the proposals of Governor 
Pinchot, the United Mine Workers 
have unloosed a withering blast of 


propaganda against the opposite camp. 

International Vice President Philip 
Murray, in charge of the miners’ an- 
thracite scale committee, flings these 
accusations: / 

1. That the operators propose to 
fight to the bitter end to prevent any- 
one from investigating their books and 
disclosing their huge profits. 

That they seek to boost coal 
rices by making the public freeze and 
y keeping the mines closed until the 

public is suffering enough to pay 
whatever is demanded. 

3. They want to reduce wages, 
destroy the mine union and “drive 
the mine workers back to the terri- 
ble conditions that prevailed in the 
anthracite industry before the union 
came in.” 

Seek Public Support. 


Thus. the miners have seized the 
tactical advantage which became thiers 
when they accepted Pinchot's plan 
and the operators refused.

“The Anti-Saloon League of Amer- 
ica has no connection with that com- 
mittee. The Anti-Saloon leagye is 
specifically the authorized interde- 
nominational agency of numerous 
church bodies, and as such speaks 
through its own duly authorized of- 
ficers and committees over their sig- 
natures. It does not delegate author- 
ity to speak for it, and is in no 
sense responsible for the acts or ut- 
terances of others.”

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Dr. Will H/Houghton, pastor of the 
Baptist Tabetnacle, Sunday morning 
began a series of lectures on the sub- 
ject, “What are the Fundamentals?” 
taking as his text Seeond Timothy, 
3:16. “All Scripture Is Given by In- 
spiration From God.” | 


The entire discussion, he said, cen-| 


tered around the question, “is the Bi- 
ble inspired or edited?” According to 


Dr. Houghton some believe the Bible 
is a set of religious writings compiled 
and edited by men, while others ‘think 
it inspired by God. Some. think it 
the aspirations of man groping after 
God. ey consider it myths, legends, 
allegories, from which they select the 
best and choose what is God's word, 
he said, while others consider it God’s 
revelation of Himself to man. 

“The Bible,” said the pastor, “‘should 
not be taken as from min to God but 
from God to man. It is not a dis- 
connected but a united book.” 

He stated that it might be ‘called 
progressive revelation and not evolu- 
tion. He said that some said the Bi- 
ble contained the word of God but the 
real conception was that the Bible is 
the Word of God. ; ; 

Dr. Houghton stated that if God is 
really God it is reasonable to suppose 
that He would reveal Himself to man, 
and also that it was reasonable to sup- 
pose that He would reveal Himself in 
a book. ‘Then, too, he said it was 
reasonable to suppose that if He is 
God He is able to reveal Himself if 
He disposes to do-so. 

Dr. Houghton said that if the Bible 
is not the revelation of God that man 
cannot obey for there is no command- 
ment nor is it His will unless He has 
spoken. Then too he stated that man 
eould not believe Him unless this 
book was His revelation. He showed 
that. Peter, a rough unlearned fisher- 
man, was inspired of God as he wrote. 

“Paul said that’ all scripture was 
God breathed,” he said. “David's last 
words were that God’s word was in 
his mouth, and Jesus, when on earth 
testified as to the inspiration of the 
entire Old Testament, calling its three 
main divisions, law, prophets and 
psalms.” 

The remaining Sunday mornings of 
December will be used to complete 
Dr. Houghton’s series of the funda- 
mentals. Every Monday night he 
conducts a Bible institute.

And when the dawn breaks, it wraps 
the earth with the glorius light of 
new opportunity. 

He is a_ historian, comprehensive 
and accurate and versatile, . But his 
history appeals, with a touch of ro- 
mance here‘ and a touch of tragedy 
there—a Force in the telling—a Some- 
thing that. readers sometimes do not 
understand—nor can they—byt it is 
compelling. | 

And while we learn, as we turn the 
printed pages, we also feel the thrill 
of entertainment. 

Perhaps it is the eloquence with 
which Dr. Knight writes—the same 
eloquence that makes us forget the 
hour—however pressing may be the 
demands upon our time—when we 
hear it fall from the lips of an orator. 

I have frequently observed the ob- 
sessing passion of a great genius—in 
talk, in walk, even in moments of 
leisure. 

I have observed the rhythmical in- 
stinct in Frank L. Stanton, the poet, 
in his conversation and in his move- 
ments. Every muscle in his body is 
tuned to rhythm. 

In his prose writings his sentences 
frequently rhyme, and in every line 
there is found the distinguishing char- 
acteristics of the born poet—the soul 
of emotion, of inspiration, and the 
conscious presence of that indescrib- 
able something that grips us and 


holds us. 


And se it is with the writings of 
Dr. Lucian Knight— 

Deep student, world traveler, close 
observer, with a masterful mind and 
a rheterical, rhythmical intuition, he 
possesses that ability to cover a wide 
range of thought in his writings, but 
to entertain and interest the reader 
in each to such an extent that it is 
difficult to put one of his books down 
until it.is finished. 

I recall picking up his “Stone Moun- 
tain,” waiting for me in my private 
library early one winter evening. 

I looked at the first page, and then 
let all the pages run through my fin- 
gers much like a gambler shuffles a 
deck of cards— 

“Gee, but that’s too tiresome look- 
ing for me,” I said to myself, and 
I started to put it up on one of the 
shelves where it could serve as an or- 
nament, as most library books do— 

And then just to be fair abvut it I 
began to read, 

Midnight found me reading, and ] 
had forgotten that by the laws of na- 
ture I was supposed to go to bed 
sometime. I finished the story béfore 
I quit. I couldn’t help it. 

Dr. Knight’s “Memorials of Dixie- 
Land” gripped me the same way. Son 
of a Confederate soldier I felt a new 
love for the ‘cause for which my 
father gave four years of faithful 
service when, I finished reading his 
speeches delivered at menorial cere- 
monies— 

And then I turned over to find a 
speech delivered to the Puritans up 
north somewhere and it was se full 
of the Stars and Stripes and a united 
people and a glorious old Union with 
sectional lines obliterated and so on 
that I felt like getting out and trying 
to sing—at that lonesome midnight 


hour—the national anthem.

in my mind, and that is—the best 
book yet from the pen of Dr. Lucian 
Lamar Knight is his latest work— 
“Tracking the Sunset Trail.” _ 

It is just off the press and for ‘a 
week I have been devoting any spare 
hour I could find to reading it. 

Like all the others it grips me— 
except a little more so—for the story 
of his trip around the world early 
in 1925 is so vividly and entertain- 
ingly told that we can almost visual- 
ize every point of interest, and re- 
peat every detail of history attached 
to the “shrines of history” that com- 
manded his thought and study on 
that trip. 

Particularly interesting is the story 

of his travels and observations 
through Egypt and Palestine. 
- We have. of .course read travel 
stories before. I have Stoddard and 
Carpenter both in my library. But 
somehow Dr. Knight puts us in closer 
touch with these old shrines—with 
the history of each, with the parallel 
between the ancient and the modern 
—with a story that makes us laugh 
and then a story that so appeals to 
our emotions that we want to cry— 
all told in that delightful, refreshing 
“feature writing style’ that combines 
narrative and history, rhetoric and 
commonplace— 

Well, is is just a book that I shall 
not attempt to review, but to merely 
call attention to. It should be in 
every library. I might ‘say it should 
be a part of history reading in all 
schools. 

A trip around the globe! Not such 
a forbidding undertaking as 50 years 
ago. Thousands of Americans are 
making that trip every year, but few 
let the other millions know what they 
saw and heard. 

Dr. Knight has done this, putting 
the reader in the advantageous po- 
sition of knowing just what it is all 
about by relating the salient histori- 
cal facts about’ each place, or ob- 
ject, or condition, or shrine, visited—

author probably would not want me 
to say, for he is too modest— 

Dr. Lucian Lamar Knight has been 
honored as few American writers 
have. Two or three years ago he 
was made a Fellow of the ~:oyal So- 
ciety of Arts-ga recognition from 
England that has been bestowed upon 
few Americans. 

Princeton has made him a master 
of arts, the University of Georgia— 
his alma mater—a doctor cf laws. 

He was a student under Woodrow 
Wilson at Princeton. 

Dr. Knight is a kinsman of the 
late Henry W. Grady! and lived at 
the home of Mrs. Grady when a uni- 
versity student at Athens. 

He was a member of the staff of 
The Constitution for many years. He 
was state historian and director of 
the Georgia department of archives 
and history—created +:° his instance 
—for many years. 

After resigning he was made state 
historian emeritus. 

“Tracking the Sunset” is a beauti- 
fully printed, illustrated and bound

Raleigh, N. C., Deeember 6.-—(). 
Bishop William J. Hafey, head of the 
(‘athelic chureh in North Carolina, 
preaching at the Sacred Heart cathe- 
dral here this morning, declared that 
birth eontrol was not only an assault 
on faith and the ehureh, but also was, 
to the Cathlic mind, “a direct assault 
on God.”’ 

“God gives life,’’ Hafey declared, 
“and none shall say Him nay, either 
for economic, social gr other reasons,” 

He maintained that-it was up to 
North Carolina to keep its high moral 
standing—moral in the sense. that 
children were always welcomed into 
homes—and declared that he did not 
believe that this state would sanction 
the use of a practice enabling men 
and women to enter into mtimate re- 
lations without the natural results. 

Bishop Hafey stated that the ques- 
ion was an intimate one, since “a 
man has come into our very midst to 
spread this propaganda, and has re- 
ceived wide pubicity in the papers.’’ 

He was referring to Dr. James 
Cooper, medical director of the Amer- 
ican Birth Control league, who deliv- 
ered an address at the woman’s: club 
here on November 28, in which he 
strongly advocated birth control as a 
remedy for many of the social ills.

Nearly a decade after the date of 
that letter, when we were preparing 
the first international cotton exposi- 
tion in 1881, and publishing informa- 
tive literature about Atlanta for world- 
wide circulation, Colonel Peters re- 
peated the facts in his letter and add- 
ed other circumstantial details of the 
change of the city’s name. 

“Something of a sensation,” he said. 
“was created by the Georgia Railroad 
circulars carrying the name Atlanta 
in lieu of Marthasville. There were 
protests that the railroad authorities 
had no warrant or power to substitute 
a strange and alien name for one 
solemnly nominated in a legislative 
charter. But, as the railroad. circu- 
lar did not purport to be an official 
city document and no law could be 
cited that prohibited a railroad com- 
pany from labeling its own depots, 
those protests evaporated. The lead- 
ers of Atlanta were easily reconciled 
to the change when they had once got- 
ten the answer to their first astonish- 
ed query, ‘What does it mean?’ I took 
pains to explain that to them, and we 
readily agreed to ask the legislature 
to amend the charter by eliding Mar- 
thasville and inserting Atlanta. The 
change was made nem. con. at the en- 
suing session. 

“Did not some of the publications of 
the period print the name as At- 
lanta ?”’ 

“They did. There were editors and 
writers then who were addicts of clas- 
sic’ mythology... When they first en- 
countered the name Atlanta, some of 
them jumped to the conclusion that it 
was a misprint, or typographical error, 
and supposed they had corrected it 
by printing ‘Atlanta’ instead.

| About the time the Liberty bell was 

being cast, the astute mind of Benja- 
min Franklin was working on the 
problem of making things easier and 
more comfortable for women folks in 
the home, and he invented the Frank- 
lin wood-step stove.

FOURCONTESTS 
EACH YEAR 
FAVORED 


Middleton, Conn.,- December 6.—(/) 
A committee of college undergraduates, 
reporting to student representatives 
of 27 colleges here today, recommend- 
ed that the colleges of the country 
play only four intercollegiate football 
gamés each year and these only with 
the teams in their own class. The 


report was made at a session of the 
intercollegiate parley on education at 
Wesleyan university. 

The committee was composed of R. 
R. Brooks, president of the Wesleyan 
University college board, chairman; 
Edward Duffy, editor of the Dart- 
mouth; W. L. Nichols, editor of the 
Harvard Crimson; Robert R. Thur- 
ber, of the Princetonian, and H. L. 
Houghton, of Bowdoin. 

The committee also recommended 
that graduate coaching systems be in- 
stituted; that no coach be paid a 
salary beyond that of a professor and 
that coaches be not allowed to sit 
on the players’ bench during the game, 
“but that captains alone direct their 
teams so that undergraduates would 
be playing undergraduates and coaches 
playing coaches.” 

The committee’s report, citing its 
reason for recommending only four 
games each season, “each game with 
a team in its own class and in its 
own vicinity,” said: 

Schedules of only four games would 
render impossible the present annual 
elimination contests among the teams 
of the country and consequently would 
render impossible the choice of mythi- 
cal national and even sectional cham- 
pions. Many teams would remain un- 
defeated iustead of a few. 

“With this aspect removed less 
publicity would be given the game by 
the press and the public imagination 
would not be whetted so that the fever 
of interest would be forced up within 
undergraduate bodies. 

“The necessity for spring apd early 
season training would be done away 
with, since the four games would be 
played on successive week-ends begin- 
ning late in October. Practice, as at 
present, could = start two or three 
weeks before the first game. 

“The crescendo of interest, at pres- 
ent, extending over eight games, would 
be limited to four games; and so the 
large percentage of attention given 
football now would be lessened by the 
cutting down of the length of the 
season,”

My work at Louisville caused no 
great excitement and therefore when 
the chance came, the Louisville own- 


ers were glad to trade me off. This 
trade was the most fortunate thing 
that ever happened to me. Baltimore 
had a shortstop, “Voiceless Tim” 
O’Rourke, who was going good in those 
days. Baltimore wanted more players 
so they decided to trade “Voice- 
less Tim.” They offered him to Louis- 
ville for Harry Taylor and myself. 
Taylor at that time was playing first 
base. “Voiceless Tim” never spoke 
much above a whisper. He had been 
hit in the Adam’s apple with a batted 
ball, which crushed back the cartilage 
into Tim’s throat, robbing him of his 
voice. But the accident that made 
him voiceless did not affect his playing 
ability. Louisville was glad to get 
O’Rourke, and Baltimore seemed just 
as pleased to get Taylor and myself. 
That was in*1893. 
Changed Name. 

When I joined Baltimore the team 
was known as the Baltimores. Later 
on they were called the Orioles. I 
do not remember who first named 
them the Orioles. As a matter of 
fact I doubt if I ever heard who, the 
man or woman was. At any rate they 
became known as the Orioles after I 
joined the team. 

When Taylor and I became mem- 
bers, the Baltimore team was a med- 
iocre outfit. Ned Hanlon was just 
beginning to build his machine. He 
did this by some clever trades and 
purchases. Hanlon at that time es- 
tablished himself as one of the finest 
judges of playing talent in the history 
of the game. 

When Taylor and I reached Balti- 
more, the team was just beginning to 
take on its new coat. It had long 
been a losing team and generally fin- 
ished near the bottom. Now it was 
to be made over. It was—all of that. 
The Baltimore team became what I 
still regard as the greatest in all base- 
ball history, and later 1 will go into 
greater detail and tell just why it has 
never been equaled. 

McGraw Played Third. 

When we joined Baltimore, John J. 
McGraw was playing third base, sec-; 
ond base and shortstop at intervals. 
Wilbert Robinson, now manager of the 
Brookiyn team, and Jill Clarke, later 
eoach of Princeton, fore the catchers. 
Heinie Reitz played second base, Shin- 
del was the third baseman, McGraw 
shortstop. George ‘Treadway right 
fielder, Joe Kelly left fielder, and 
Jimmy Long center fielder. The pitch- 
ers were John (Sadie) McMahon, Bill 
striae Kirtley Baker and Tony Mul- 
ane. 

At the time I reported at Balti- 
more I had no idea of what was in 
store for me. Players always like 
to get with winners, but Baltimore 


was not a winner, as I have said., 


It was an ordinary ball club and 
one that the other teams in the 
league rather liked to play, because 
it furnished what is now known as 
a “soft spot” in the schedule. 

I played little in 1893, the year 
I had been 
ill and Hanlon was unable to get 
much work‘ out of. me, but he hung 
on and fa the spring of 1894 I was 
back with the team. 

Taylor Quit Team. 

At the end of the 1893 season 
Harry Taylor quit the team. He de- 
elared he would not sign another con- 
tract, that he had enough of baseball 
and that he intended to take up law 
as a means of livelihood. He made 
good and went to Buffalo, where he 
entered a law office, and he stuck

When the season of 1894 got un- 
der way, Baltimore was started for 
its first great splurge in baseball.

In the outfield were Joe Kelly, Wal- 
ter Brodie and Willie Keeler. His 
catchers were Robinson and Clarke, 
land his pitchers, “Sadie” McMahon, 
Bill Hoffer, “Herky Jerky” Horton, 
Kirtley Baker and Tony Mullane. I 
was a substitute infielder, ready to 
play first, second, short, third or 
catch. In those days we did not 
have substitutes who specialized in 
one position. 

There were severalémen on that 
team who were to play a’fa important 
part in baseball history, although when 
the season of 1894 started, none of 
us had any idea that we were to 
develop into a great playing combina-

Automobilists findi the road 
blocked about 8 o’clock last night: in- 
vestigated and found the body of Car- 
rroll slum in his ear, with a 32 
calibre pistol gripped in one hand, 
the Weapon having fired once. 
Examination showed that he had been 
shot twice with a .45 calibre pistol, 
once in the side, the fatal shot, and 
once in the leg. He was instantly kill- 
ed. That a volley of shots were fired 
at Carroll was indicated by the fact 
that the automobile was pierced in 
several spots by bullets. The body 
was removed to the home. 

Employees at the Carroll store say 
that as far as known nothing happened 
there during tne day to give any clue 
to the slayirg, stating that Mr. Car- 
roll left the store to drive to his home, 
as was his custom. Members of the 
Carroll family state that they have 
absolutely no clue as to the identity 
of the slayers. 

The shooting created a sensation 
here. As soon as the news reached 
town practically all stores closed and- 
the people gathered at the seene of the 
killing, at the home and in uptown 
groups, discussing the case and many 
volunteered to assist officers in the 
search for the slayers. 

Mr. Carroll was one of the wealth- 
iest citizens of this section, being an_ 
extensive farmer and peach grower. 
Although he operated a store here he 
devoted practically all of his time to 
his farming interests. He owned a 
beautiful home about two miles from 
town. He was a member of the local 
school beard and was active in all ciy- 
ic matters, city and county.

He is survived by his widow, three 
daughters, Mrs. Nell Knight, of near

Necessary in Church. 


“Not only is vision needed in busi-| 


ness and in us as individuals, but it is 
just as necessary in the church. Many 
of us do not see the necessity, for in- 
stance, of making China and other for- 
eign lands Christian. We call our- 
selves Christians but do not believe 
in our Lord’s command to preach the 
gospel to all nations. Yet we cherish 
the ideals and civilization of Ameri- 
ca. If we would but realize that the 
democracy and ideals of our own coun- 
try will never be safe here until they 
are safe everywhere we would get 
some glimpse of the foreign mission- 
ary as a bulwark of Christian civili- 
zation, as a very real protector of our 
own homes and firesides. If men 
would only discern the practical value 
of evangelizing the world for Jesus, 
truly would His Kingdom be at hand.

several trips through the famine re- 
gions. He described the pathos of the 
situation, the utter hopelessaess of 
many Jewish pcaple who look to this 
country for aid, and the hardships 
wrought by economic conditions in 
those se_tions. 

Urging Jews of the southeast to fol- 
low the road of service, Mr. Brown 
said that it is the only road by which 
may be found love and happiness. 
While the Jews has given to his own 
people, he also has given liberally to 
other human causes, Mr. Brown de- 
clared. “No other investment can 
begin to measure up to an institution 
which serves humanity and saves hu- 
man life.” he said. 

Movement to Farm. 

Pointing out that there is a move- 
ment “to the farm” by Jewish people, 
Mr. Brown predicted that wi in the 
next 10 years there will be more Jews 
‘on the land” than any other peo- 
ple, “for they are finding out that the 
congested life of tke city is not the 
best thing.” He said that he has 
five farms in Michigan, and, “you 
may be shocked, but on these farms I 
raise pigs as well as other ar mals.” 

The human mind adjusts itself from 
the highest to the lowest order of 
things in the short space of 72 hours, 
Mr. Brown declared. “Let a inan be 
without water for a couple of days, 
and he will drink mud if it is wet 
enough to flow,” he said. Mr. Brown 
told of a great Jewish philanthropist 
in Russia who had given his people 
a big hospital.
